Reported Alliance of the Central 
American Repnblics Against 
Salvador. 


Guatemala’s Seizure of Arms on 
Board the Colima. 


Centradictory Reports From the Two Coun- 
tries—Rigid Press Censorship in Salvader 
—A Movement to Depose Gen. Ezeta— 
Confirmation of Previous Accounts of 
the Battle en the 17th Inst.— Guatemala 
Fearfal of Being Attacked by the Mexi- 
cans—Honduras’ Preparation te Take a 
Hand in the Fight—President Barilias’ 
Downfall Almost Certain. 


CITY OF MEXICO, July 24.—The contradictory 
statements from Guatemala and Salvador in- 
dicate that some tall prevaricating is deing 
done by one of the countries. The opinion 
here is that the alleged alliance of all the 
countries of Central America against Salva- 
dor is for the purpose of crushing out of ex- 
istence thatsmall republic under the plea 
that anarchy prevails and that Gen. Ezeta’s 
government isnot desired by the people of 
Salvador. The seizure ot rifles aboard the 
steamer Colima by the Guatemalan govern- 
ment was a constant theme of conversa- 
tion here yesterday. Many believe 
that owing to the fact that 
the seizures were made before hostilities 
haa occurred and before the Central American 
compact was signed, the United States will 
ask Guatemala for an explanation of her con- 
duct. Later advices give further details of 
the seizure, thatthe number of rifles seized 
was 200 and that they had been oidered from 
San Franc.sco before any revolutionary move- 
ment had broken out inSan Saivador. These 
arms were destined forthe use of the newly 
formed mounted policein dan Salvador. It 
is further known that the Captain of the 
Colima strenuously objected to the forcible 
and arbitrary methods of Guatemala in 
taking possession of arms consigned 
to Salvador. Alaunch containing a number 
of armed men steamed up alongside the 
Colima and made a demand upon the Captain 
for the rifles, which he refused to give up. 
The Coilma was then boarded and the arms 
seized and transfered to the launch which 
took them ashore. 


THE ALLEGED COMPACT. 

Senor Geronimo Pou was shown the tele- 
gram published yesterday from Guatemala re- 
fering to the compact entered into by the 
Central American Republics against Salvador. 
He said: , 

„Guatemala has no right to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Salvador, not even 
if assisted by the otheg republics. 
Anactof that kind is ever an imposition and 
offense. After such important events as. 
these which have taken place in Salvador it is 
necessary to newly consult the will of the 
people. The imposition and threats of Gua- 
temaia and her allies are incompatible with 
the dignity and independence of the people of 
Salvador. 

Senor Pou referred to the Guatemalan dis- 
patch touching the points of the Centre 
American compact relatiug to the amnesty for 
all persons engaged in the revolutionary 
movement, and said with equal reason 
Salvador could decree A lan agrant- 
ing general amnesty to all people 
who have taken part in any revolu- 
tionary movement ayainst Guatemala and 
her allles. He further sald the excuse given 
by Guatemala, that the officer in command 
of her troopsin the recent fight, committed 
an act of disobedience by crossing the frontier 
and that he has been arrested and will be 
court wartialed, was ridiculous, because un- 
der the circumstances he should have been 
immediately court martialed which is some- 
thing Guatemala has not done or thinks of 
doing. 

Manuel Dieguez, the Guatemalan Minister, 
interprets the telegram announcing the com. 
pact in Central America as meaning that if 
Gen. Ezeta does notstep down and out the 
combined powers will invade Salvador for the 
purpose of making him submit. 


The Battle on the 17th. 


Rv Telerranh to the Post-Drspatorn. 

New YORK, July A.—News received in this 
city yesterday from Guatemala and Saivador 
confirms the account givenof the battle on 
the frontiers of the two countries on July 17 
and the advices give a pretty complete insight 
into the future movements of the Guatemalan 
troops. It is said that orders have been given 
to Gen. Pio Porta, the civil and military com- 
mander in the Department of Chiquimula, to 
advance with 2,500 troops toward the Salva- 
dor frontier. These troops will be met bya 
like number from Honduras under the com- 
mand of Gens. Avila and Lacayo and the forces 
of both countries will make joint issue against 
Salvador. Great fears are felt in Guatemala 
that Mexico is about to cross the boundary 
with ber troops and makea direct onslaught 
on Guatemala. The latter country has de- 
tailed Gens. Moiinaand Socorro De Leon to 
unite the forces in their departments and in 
the Altos, numbering all told 6,000 men, and 
concentrate them inthe Depsertment of Peten, 
in order to resist the Mexicans. Gen. Men- 
dizabal, the Guatemalan Secretary of War, 
has assumed personal command of the Guate- 
malan troops in the capital of that republic. 
Troops are being conscripted there 
daily and no excuse from serving is received. 
The artillery in the capital is under command 
ofGen. Ramon Saravia and Col, Cayetano 
Sonchez, while the actual maneuvers of that 
portion ofthe army come directly under the 
supervision of Capt. Bruandet, who is an of- 
ficer of the French army on speelal leave as 
an artillery instractor, holding the rank of 
Colonel Commanding in the Guatemalan 
army. In the Department of the West the 
troops have been placed under command of 
Col. Pedro Izagulrre, the political Governor 
of San Marcos. 7 


; A COMBINED ATTACK. 

A combined attack of the Gautemalan and 
Hondurus forces aguinst Salvador is expected 
to take place at any moment and the Salvador 
troops are closely watching the movements 
of the enemy. Dr. Ayala, the First Vice- 
President of Salvador, has been compelied to 
pook refuge beyend the frontiers, in the ter- 
ritory of Honduras. This leaves Dr. Manuel 
Delgado, the Second Vice-President, virtually 
in possession of the lal authority. 
But the latter bas renounce 1 in 
tavor of Gen. Ezeta until sob 


* 
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stitutional President shall have been elected. 
A revolution on a small scale took 
place Tuesday at San Miguel, in 
Salvador. The four ringleaders were caught, 
tried Dy a court-martial and shot. In the in- 
terior of the Republic everything is Uulet, 
although at the port of La Union Gen. Valen- 
tine Amaya, who has command of the forces 
there, felt it necessary to remove and replace 
several of bis officers who were supposed to 
favor Gen. Moran and Dr. Zaldivar. Gen. 
Florentine Amaya, brother of the first named 
General, is in command of the forces of La 
Libertad, the principal port of entry of Salva- 
dor. On July 20 the commander at La 
Libertad seized 2,00 stands of rifles 
and 500,000 cartridges brought down by Gen. 
Moran from San Francisco. He permitted the 
arms to be landed, stored in the customs 
warenouses, and there seized. The feeling in 
Guatawala is said to be one of the utmost in- 
security. President Barillos is beginning to 
be universally dislised for his weak policy 
toward his people. His downfall is looked 
upon as almost certain within a very short 
time, and a general revolutionary feeling 
pervades the republic, 
OLDERS FOR ARMS. 

Large orders for arms have been sent to the 
United States, but it le believed that the peo- 
pie of Guatemala will be compr lied to furnish 
a forced loan of money to the Government to 
meet these war expenses and to repienish the 
already depleted national treasury. The 
scheme for a $21,000,000 loan in France has 
fallen through, owing to the present alarm- 
ing state of affairs. At the outbreak of the 
trouble with Salvador, President Barillas 
telegraphed to San Francisco for Gen. Jose 
Maria Keino Barrios, nephew of the late 
President Barrios, to return to Guatemala for 
the purpose of resuming bis command in the 
army of Guatemala. Gen. Barrios has just 
replied to President Barillas stating tnat he 
would not return as long as Barillas remained 
President of that Republic. Gen. Barrios also 
complained bitterly that it was only afew 
months ago that his life was threatened by 
Barillas and that he only escaped with » whole 
skin by becoming an Involuntary exile, It was 
not now that he was going to thrust himself 
again into the lion’s jaws. Gen. Barrios bas 
expressed his unalterable determination not 
to return to Guatemala during Buarillas’ term 
of office. Gen. Julio Garcia Granados is now in 
Nicaragua actively engaged in ¢éollecting 
forces, arms and ammunition for a revolu- 
tionary movement in Guatemala against the 
Barlllas government. Gen. Granados is a 
Guatemalan exile and has been away from his 
country for more than three years. The en- 
voys from Nicaragua and Costa Rica, who 
were in Guatemala a few days ago, went 
there with the purpose of dissuad- 
ing Guatemala from interfering with 
Salvador’s internal struggle, at the 
same time promising to maintain a strict neu- 
trality in case Guatemala coincided with their 
views. These delegates made no promises to 
Guatemala on behalt of their governments to 
ald the former country in ite endeavors to 
crush Salvador. The facts connected with 
their mission are these: 

THE DELEGATES’ MISSION. 

Just after the death of Menendez, the late 
President of Salvador, and when Gen. Ezeta 
assumed the provisional presidency, the lat- 
ter communicated with the Nicaraguan 
and Costa Rican govornments, promis- 
ing to maintain and preserve order 
and peace in Salvador and to immediately 
convene a constitutional congress for the 
choosing of a constitutional president. He 
informed these governments at the same time 
that he was fully able to do this provided 
Guatemala tock no active part in the matter; 
and also requested Nicaraugua and Costa Rica 
to stand by him as long as he fulfilled bis 
promises. He also said that he desired no 
assistance from either of those countries as 
long as Salvador was not interfered with. 
Both Nicaragua and Costa Rica assented to 
Gen. Ezeta’s proposals and tried to exercise 
their friendly offices with Guatemala 30 
that the latter would desist from 
interfering in Salvudor’s politics, and 
though Costa Rica and Nicaragua did not 
formerly recognize Gen. EZeta’s assumption 
of power, they failed to see who else could 
supply his place until a legal President bad 
been elected. With the understanding from 
Gen. Ezeta himself that the latter’s power 
was only temporary and destined to preserve 
peace in Salvator Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
entered into a compact with Guatemala. But 
an important item of the treaty of alliance 
was not forwarded by either the 
Guatemalan Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs or the Guatemalan Minister ‘in 
Mexico. This treaty can hardly be called one 
of alllance forthe reason that Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua have only consented to ally them- 
selves with Guatemala in case Gen. Ezeta 
should not convene a constitutional Congress 
as he promised, while, on the other hand, the 
treaty is only binding in case Guatemala does 
not interfere with Salvador pending the ar- 
rangements for the convening of that con- 
gress. Guatemala, having broken her pledges 
through the hostile overtures of July 17, the 
Nicaraguan and Costa Rican Governments 
have intimated to Guatemala their intention 
of coming to the ald of San Salvador in order 
to prevent the invasion of that country by 
Guatemala or any other power. 

MEXICAN MOVEMENTS. 

A Mexican man-of-war has been ordered 
from Acapulco, on the Pacific, to Tapachula, 
right close to the Guatemalan boundary; 
2.000 Mexican troops are now stationed at 
Tapachula, ready to embark at a moment’s 
notice for the Guatamalan coast. The Mex!i- 
can Minister in Guatamala, Senor Diaz 
Mimeaga, has entered a vigorous protest on 
behalf of his government to the Guatamalan 
Government as to the latter’s action in the 
affairs of San Salvador. Gen. Fabio Moran’s 
reception in Guatamala has not been 
what he anticipated. He its viewed 
with distrast by the Guatemalan Government 
and it is said that he Intends returning to Ban 
Francisco shortiy. He does not work at all in 
harmony with Gen. Camillo Alvarez, the Gua- 
temala candidate for Salvador’s presidency. 
Two plots have been discovered wherein 
President Barillas of Guatemala was to bave 
been aseassinated and the leaders bave been 
thrown Into prison. A great many Guatemal- 
ans who can afford it are leaving the country, 
owing to the trouble which is brewing, and in 
order to evade contributing to a foreed war

No information in regard to 
the existing crisis or the trouble between this 
country and Guatemala le allowed to be pub- 
lished unless it has previously been examined 
and approved by the censor, Thie censor 
ship is extended also to. news dispatches ad- 
dressed to foreign countries. Tue Central & 
South American Telegraph Co. cannot accept 
for transmission to other points any news not 
accepted and approved by the Governments 
Oensor.

TUE STOKY OF 1 HE MURDEKS. 


Ah ef Them Apparently Committed by the 
Same Rand Withia a Few Monuthe. 


The first of the series of the Whitechapel! 
murders dates back to April 3, 1889, when 
Emma Eliz«beth @mith was found dead ina 
yard near Osborn street with a large hole in 
her abdomen, made by a sharp iron stake or 
some similar instrument. There was nothing 
ofthe horrifying mutilation of the body, 
which made the five subsequent murders 


world famous in the annais of crime. Evil 
deeds are common enough in the slumseof 
London, and this was a woman of the strect, 
Xilied, it was presumed, by a jealous lover or 
an anery husband. The public read thatthe 
*‘afluir was lu the bands of the police’’ and 
promptly torgot it. 
THE BECOND MURDER. 

Very early on the morning of August 7, John 
Reeves, living «at 87 George Yard buildings, 
Whitechapel, was comings down etairs to xo to 
work. The bouse was divided into tenements 
of three and four rooms each, all occupied by 
working people. Ou the fret floor landing 
Reeves found the body ofa woman in a poo! 
ofbiood. >be had been stabbed in thirty-two 
places with a eharp-pointed instrument, 
probably a bayonet. The walis of the bouse 
are thin and ordinary conversation op the 
lower landing can easily be heard in the 
rooms upstairs. Yet no one in the house, not 
even four people sleeping twelve feet away 
from where the body was soaking in blood, 
heard any unusual nolse that night. Eiiza- 
beth Mahuny, who lived in the house, did not 
get home until 2o'’clockioa the morning and 
the body was not tieretben. The murdered 
woman was identified as Martha Tabram, 
another outcast. due was buried and forgot- 
ten. 

' THE THIRD MURDER. 

Te is not at all likely thatthe two murders 
mentioned had anything to do with the 
**‘maniac murders, as the last four of the 
Whitechapel crimes are called, and which are 

“mo doubt the work of the same person. They 

ought to be entirely disass:ciated. Polly 
Nichols, another vagrantof the streets, was 
the first victim tothe shocking brutality of 
Shis fend. At 8:45 o’clock the morning of 
August 31, Policeman John O'Neil was walk- 
ing through Buck's Kow, Whitechapel, when 
he saw whathe thouwkbt was a woman asleep 
onthe pavement. He prodded her with his 
foot andesld: Come, old Zirl, you can’tsleep 
bers. The woman never moved, aud he 
stooped down to get a look at her face. His 
hands were bathed in warm blood. He had 

assed the same spot scarcely filteen minutes 

tore, end a most atrocious murder bad 
been committed while he wus gone. If there 
had been a cry for help or a scuffle for life he 
could scarcelv have helped hearing it the 
whole length of his beat. Three men work. 
ing in aslaughter- house near by never beard 
asound. The woman's bead was nearly sev 
ered back to the vertebra, which was 
also slightly injured. One gash under the left 
ear reached neuariy to the center of the thr: at. 
Another cut, starting from the right 
eer, was almost as long. The woman's skirts 
were torn from her body and ber abdomen 
ripped open so that the bowels protruded. 
One cut, extending from the puble sreh to 
the breastbone, was such as only astrong 
man, skilied in the use of a knife, could have 
made. The victim ’s front teeth were knocked 
out and herface much bruised. Her hands 
gave evidence thatshe had struggied desper- 
ately for life. 

When Policeman O'Neil was questioned 
clogely he recoliected that the body was lying 
on its back with outstritched hands, as 
though it had been placed where it wue found. 
There are three or four low houses close by, 
and the theory was suggested that the woman 
was murdered in one ofthem and then car- 
ried into the street. Such a crime could 
scarcely be carried out without leaving traces 
of blood, and though the houses were care- 
fully searched nothing of the kind was found 

The keeper of a lodging- house near by re- 
membered Poliy coming to him to get a bed a 
few hours before she was murdered. She had 
been drinking, but was not drunk. Sbe bad 
not the four pence to pay for a bed, and he 
would not let her have it. The poor woman 
went into the streets to earn ber dose, as 
she had done scoresof times before. Noone 
bas been found who saw her alive after that. 
A gateman wason duty al! night at the cross- 
ing of the Great Eastern Kaliway, scarce sixty 

ards from where her body was ound, but he 

eard no screains. 
THE FOURTH MURDER. 

In less than a week there was another mur- 
der.evidentiy by the same hand, only the 
fiendish brutality to the victim was worse 
This time, too, it was a courtesan. Annie 
Chavpmen was once the wifeof a well-to-do 
veterinary surgeon living at Windeor. Drink 
and immorality separated ber from her hus- 
band, who allowed her l0enillings a week to 
live on. He died, the allowance ceased, and 
the poor woman joined the inuumerable army 
of street wuikers. No. 29 Hanbury street, 
Bpitaifields, is a teuement- house, let out to 
many families, most oft whom keep lodgers. 
In this house, as in most houses of 
ite class, there is mo lock to the front 
door. Anybody can pass into the hall 
from the street. For protection the tensnts 
lock the doors opening in the landings. There 
is a large yard in the rearof these tenement 
houses. Like the woman Nicholls, she bad 
not monev to pay for ber bed. Shesaid to 
the lodwing-house keeper: 

„Sve a bed fur me; 1 shan’t be long. 

John Davies, a carman, iives at No, 29 Han- 
bury street. He was not well tue night of tne 
murder aud woke 16. m. At 5, orsbortiy 
after, he went downstaire to the back yard. 
There was nobody there then. When he 
reached the lower ball he noticed that the 
beck door was closed and the front door was 
wide open. When he opened the buck dour 
he saw Annie Coapman’s bieeding body «ut the 
foot of the steps. 

Davies bad been lying awake in bed and had 
heard no serem orcry for help. He aid hear 
footetepe iu the haliway, Lub that was nothing 
unusual, for some people in the bouse bad to 
go to work at 6 o'clock and they were up and 
stirring. The murder had been committed in- 
side of forty minutes, and not one of 500 veo- 

le within sound of a woman's voice had 

eard even a groan. 

Made bold bythe faliure of the police to 
catch him, or even to get on his track, the 
murderer carved this victim to hie beart’s 
content. The detalis are too borribie to print. 
The physician who examined the body asked 
to be spared relating them to the Coroner's 
ury. Mre. Barridge, a shopkeeper in Black- 
friars road, died ina fit while reading an ac- 
count of the horror in a newspaper. 

Though circumstances show that the mur- 
derer bud less than 40 minutes at iis disposal, 
there was no sign of burry about bis work. 
He cut up bie victim as deliberately and as 
skilifully as the suraeon Operates upon «a 
cadaver at the dissecting table, He kilied her 

he did the other women, by almost cutting 


~ 


her head from her shoulders, and then pro- 
ceeded to disembowel her, attaching a portion 
of the intestines to her neck. The matrix he 
cut ont and carriedawey withhim. This cave 
riee to the theory of the American offering 
fabulous sums for specimens of that organ, 
although in the other victims it was not car- 
ried away at all. 
THE FIFTH MURDER. 

On Sunday, September 235,ay ung woman 
was murdered at Gateshead, near Newcastie- 
ton-upon-Tyne, in the North of Enzland. All 
the clroumetances, even tothe peculiar mu- 
tila ion of the body, pointed to the White- 
chapel fiend as the murderer. 

THE SIXTH MURDER. 

The panic created by this piece of butchery 

and the Increased yvizilance of the puolice 
seemed to have frightened the murderous 
maniac off, but on the morning of September 
80 be sallled out again. At 10 clock he met 
Elizabeth Stride, or ‘‘Hippy Lip“ Anne, in 
Berner street and cut ber throat for her. The 
fact that the body was not. otherwise muti- 
lated makes it possible that it was not the 
work ofthe same assassin. But the doctors 
who have examined the wounds in the throat 
believe that itis. Here isa physician's de- 
scription of the wound: 
‘‘There was a ciean-cut Incision on the 
neck. It was Ginches in length and com- 
menced 24 inches in a straight lide below the 
angle of tne jaw, % of an inch over an undl- 
vided muscle, and then, becoming deeper, di- 
viding thesheath, Ihe cut was very clean 
and deviated a little downward, The artery 
and other vessels o ntained in the eheath were 
all cut through. The cut throngh the tissues 
on the rient side was more superficial end 
tailed off to about two inches below the right 
angle of the jaw. Tbe deep Vessels on that 
side were uninjured. From this it was evi- 
dent that the hemorrhage was caused through 
the partial severance of the left carotid ar- 
tery.’* 

Moraer street is a badly lighted narrow thor- 
ougifare, inhabited by tolerably respectable 
people. The Workmen’s International Ed- 
ucationa!l Club has a building there. There is 
a stable in the rear ofit, shut off from the 
street by two stout wooden wates, There isa 
small door in one gate, fastened with a latch. 
The probability ie that the murderer got the 
woman just inside this smal! door, cut her 
throatand was frightened away by the noise 
of the people moving above in the club. 
There were u number of people astir in the 
neigbdorhood when Elizabeth Stride’s life 
was taken, but no one beard a sound. The 
steward ofthe ciub fonnd the body just in- 
side the wooded gates when be went there 
after 1 o’clock sunday morning. 

The body was still warm, and the blood was 
trickling under the gate uown the pavement 
to the gutter. The steward called some of the 
members of the club, who were simply stxg- 
gered by the sieht before them. One man 
said that he had closed the gate himself when 
he passed through the yard twenty minutes 

revious. The woman was identified. Her 
lite story is asad one, Dut there are thousands 
like it in London. 

THE SEVENTH VICTIM. 

Meanwhile, to follow the murderer. While 
the police were carrying the body of Elizabeth 
Sjride to the deadhouse, he was kuifing 
another woman ten minutes’ walk from the 
spot in Mitre Square, a small court. 
It ie accessible by four ‘*pr tvate’’ 
roads, such as only 2 Londoner 
familiar with the locality would think of ene 
tering. It is outside the baliliwick of the 
Metropolitan police, and is patrolled by th 
City of London police. 

The officer Watkins, who covered that beat 
Oight, is considered one of the 
most reliable wen on the force. He talks like 
a ehrewd, careful fellow. At 1:30 Sunday 
morning be walked through Mitre Square. 
Two street lampe were burning there and 
three windows in a large warehouse were 
blaze with light. Ihe policeman could see 
the watchmen of the warehouse reading 
within. All was quiet. Exactly fifteen minutes 
later the policeman passed that way again. 
His feet slipped in the blood of another mur- 
dered woman. 

The policeman could bave heard a woman’s 
shriek irom one end of bis beat to the otuer, 
but be did not hear one that night. N ta 
sound disturbed the earwof the watchman in 
the warehouse. Just inside the railings, not 
twenty feet from the dead body, an ex- police- 
man lived with his family, and the windows 
of their bedrooms faced the equare. No cry 
for be!p disturbed their slumbers. 

In this case, again, the murderer had time 
to mutilate his victim unmolested. Her 
throat was cut ofcourse. Then the assassin’s 
knife was thrust into the upper part of the 
abdomen and drawn compietely down, rip- 
Ding open the stomach and exposing the in- 
testines. In addition there wus another deep 
cut across the abd: men. Ihe left kidney had 
been carefully taken out. It was the work, 
so a competent physician thinks, of a man 
skilled in anatomy, sure in bis str: ke with the 
knife and steady of nerve. This kidney was 
taken away by the murderer. A part of the 
matrix, with ligaments attached, was taken 
away also. The face was horribly disfigured, 
A part of the right ear had been taken off and 
a deep gash extended across the right cheek, 
almost to the nose, or rather the place where 
the nose ought to have been, for that was cut 
off, too, 

This woman was 
Eddowes, a street Lawker, 
named Kelly. 

THE EIGHTH MURDER. 

On October 2 another mutilated body of a 
womun was discovered, and this crime is by 
some attributed to the Whitechape! mur- 
derer Itwasfound in an open vault on the 
site of the projected Grand Opera- house, 
within a stone's throw of the Grand and 
Metropole Hotels, ang within sight of Police 
beadquurters at Scotland Yard. 

The body wus in an advanced state of de- 
composition, and had been subjected to mutl- 
lations similar in Oendish ingenulty to those 
inflicted on the Whitechapel victimé. The 
bead und arms bad been separated from the 
body, the abdomen cnt vertically and the 
viscera exposed, The monster evidently bad 
more time and was adle to perform bis terri- 
bile task with greater leisure. He had wrapped 
the remains and corded them. One arm wus 
missing. A month before a woman’s arm had 
been found floating in the Thames at Pimlico, 
end this was believed to be the missing mem- 
ber. 

The locality is one of the busiest and 
wealthiest parts of London, and is by day 
thronged with thousands of people. Bat at 
bight it is somewhat deserted,and the Thames 
Embankment, with ite brillant electric lights 
and heavy shadows, is considered one of the 
most dangerous spots of all London aiter 10 
p. m. 
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ANOTHER ICE FACTORY. 


A Large Building in East Carondeletto Be 
Used for the Preducition of Artificial Ice. 


The Loomis Ice Manufacturing Co. of St. 
Louls has purchased the old Meir Iron Fur- 
nace Co. s stock house and furnace for the 
purpose of converting the establishment into 
an ice manuliactory. The Meir furnace ‘s 
located in the north end of East Oaron 
delet, III., ashort distance from the river 


It was erected vy a German corporation, of 
which August Meir was the chief operator, in 
1870, at a very heavy cost. After operating 
for some few months, it closed down. The 
Missouri! Iron-works of Carondelet leased the 
plant and ope ated itforafew months. It was 
then abendoned and has never been run sin nt 
A Mr. Allen of St. Lonis purchased the plale 
for $50,000 at an auction sale by Bellevily 
authoritios last fall., It was subsequentiy 
sold, #0 fur as the olu furnaces and machinery 
are concerned, to an Ohio pig-iron company. 
The work of wrecking the furnaces and the 
machinery is in progress and israpidly nearing 
completion.The Loomis Ice Manufacturing Co, 
has purchased the stock and furnace houses. 
After the irom furnaces are removed, which 
will take some little time, the Loumis Co, will 
rewwodei the buildings and by the Ist of Octo- 
ber have everything im readiness to begin an 
extensive business.

High Priced Vecalists.

A Charleston Merchant Sucgests a Boycott 
Against Negroes Whe May Petition for 
the Erfercement of the Federal Election 
Bill—Tiliman at Charleston—Minnesota 
Repubijean Conveption—Political News. 


New YORE, July 24.—A special from Charies- 
ton, 8.

The correspondence between Lord 
SaLisBurRY and Secretary BLAINE is dec- 
orated with picturesque clouds of diplo- 
matic dust, but through it all the reader 
can plainly see in our captures of British 
sealers in non-territorial waters and in 
our failure to disclaim a right to continue 
such captures, the chief obstacles to a 
speedy and satisfactory settlement. 

Lord SaLisBuRyY seizes on our practical 
assumption of this right as a preliminary 
question with which he can put us on the 
defensive on untenable ground, and keep 
us there until it is settled by concession or 
arbitration, thus postponing the closed 
season settlement we are seeking. In the 
meantime he intimates a willingness to 
concede us all the rights we conceded to 
Russia, and as much more as may be 
found necessary to secure fair protection 
to the seals. 

Mr. BLaInE wisely shuns the untenable 
mare clausum claim, skillfully tries to 
justify eur captures on other grounds and 
appeals to the moral sense of Great 
Britain to warn off its destructive poach- 
ers and co-operate with our Government 
in outlawing their wasteful and ruinous 
work. He makes some strong points and 
exposes Lord SaLisBuryY in the act of 
garbling the official utterances of our 
Government.

Blaine Roasts the British Premier 
Over Two Fires. 


Interesting Official Correspond- 
ence on the Seal Fisheries. 


Bad Faith and Mixquotation Charged 
Against the Marquis of Salisbury—Story 
of the Negotiations Between the United 
States and Great Britain for the Settle- 
ment of the Troubles in Behring Sea— 
Propositions for Arbitration From Both 
Sides Which Meet the Views of Neither— 
A Year of Letter Writing. 


WasHINGTON, D. O., July %.—Repre- 


sentative Hitt’s resolution calling for 
the correspondence between the United States 
and Great Britain on the seal Gsheries of 
Behring Sea brought out an interesting bundle 
of letters yesterday. The story contained in 
these letters, which were printed in full by 
the Post-DisPpatcn yesterday, is as follows: 
Under President Cleveland United States 
revenue vessels seized vessels flying 
the British colors which were seal- 
ing in Behring sea. Great Britain 
pro'ested and there was a voluminous corre- 
spondence between Secretary Bayard and the 
Brit sh Government. 

Last August Secretary Blaine was called 
upon to take a hand ina correspondence on 
the same matter, a letter from Mr. Edwardes, 
British Charge d' Atfalrs at Washington (in 
the interval between the departure of Sack- 
ville-West and the arrival of Pauncefote), 
calling bis attention to rumors of further 
seizures, which, Mr. Edwardes said, Secre- 
tary Bayard had given assurance would be 
stopped pendinga discussion of the general 
questions at issue. 

Mr. Blaine told Mr. Edwardes that the delay 
in the settlement of the questions at issue was 
not chargeable to the United States. 

Mr. Edwardes asked fora reply to the re- 
quest of his Government thatthe seizures be 
stopped and was told thatthe President de- 
sired o come toafriendiy agreement at an 
early day. ; 

The Marquis of BSalisbury’s dispatch to 
Charge Edwardes informs the United States 
that the British Government is willing to dis- 
cuss, and subsequently affidavits respecting 
the seizures of the Biack Diamond and 
Triumph were transmitted, at a distance 


from land in excess of three maritime 
leagues, which Salisbury claims is the limit of 
maritime jurisdiction any nation can claim by 
internationa! law. 

CONTRA BONOS MORES. 

Mr. Blaine repiied that the vessels were en- 
gaged in a pursuit that inv lved a serious in- 
jury tothe rights of the United Stsetes and 
that was in itself against good morais. The 
seal fisheries of Behring Sea were controlied 
by Rassia without interference or question 
up to the time of the cession of Alaska to the 
United States In 1867 and the United States re- 
mained in undisturbed possession until 1886, 
passing whalersabstaining from seal capt- 
ure. Healso held that the taking of seals in 
the open sea rapidly leads to their extinction, 
So great has been the slauxhter of seals by 
the Canadian vessels that this Gov- 
ernment das been forced in order 
to prevent the extinction of the seal to reduce 
the number taken annually from 100,000 to 
60,000. Asto theclaim that the jurisdiction 
of the United States was limited to three 
marine leayues from land, Mr. Blaine suggests 
that the British Government would not abide 
by this rule it any attempt was made to inter- 
fere with the pearl fisheries of Ceylon, 
which extend more than twenty miles 
from shore. The Canadian sealers take seal 
in a manner that destroys the power of re- 
production and insures the extermination of 
the species. So freut is the violation of the 
common rights of man in this that it ap- 
proaches piracy. Mr. Blaine sixnificantly 
conciudes that friendly nations are bound to 
concede to the United States the rights always 
conceded to Russia when im the control of 
these seas. > 

tir Julian Pauncefote sald his Government 
was willing to resume negotiations broken off 
in 1888 by Canada’s objections and proposed 
some provisional regulations Iimiting the 
months of sealing and probibiting approach 
within ten miles of breeding isiands. 

Salisbury wrote Blalne that the seizure of 
vessels of atriendiyv nationon the high seas 
in a time of peace was — justified in case 
of piracy and quoted President Tyier’s mes- 
saxve to Congress Feervary T, 1843, in support 
of bis claim. He attacked the claim of Blaine 
that the pursuit and capture of seals in open 
sea was against ~ood mnorals and also Biaine’s 
statement of the exciusive monopoly enjoyed 
by Kuassia 

HE QUOTED FROM JOHN QUINCY ADAMS’ 
letter tu the United States Minister in Russia 
(when that nation, in 1821. prohibited the ap- 

rouch of all foreign yes-els within 100 miles 

rom the coast of Behring Straits to the Slat deg 

north latitude), tothe eff-ct that the United 
States could not allow any part of this claim. 

His vovernment, the Marquis said, would 
concede to the United States all the rights and 

rivileges which friendly nations conceded to 
Russia prior to the ecquieition of Alaska by 
the United States, Lut holds that the monop- 
oly of Bebring Sea ls not included in those 
rig hte. 

The British Minister protested against rov- 
enue cutters being ordered to Behring Sea 
last Muy to make seizures of foreien sealers 
and Blaine protested against the Britsh Gov- 
erment authorizing, encouraging and protect. 
ing Vesseis that are Interfering witb the rights 
of the United States. He reviewed the nego- 
tiations under resident Cleveland's admin- 
istration und touches Salisbury in thie wise: 

‘*You will observe that from the llth of No- 
vember, 1887, to the 23d of April, 1888, Lord 
Saiisbury had in every form oi! speech 
assented to the necessity of a close season for 
the prutecti noftheseals. These assurances 
were viven to the American Minister, to 
the Ameri: an Charge, “to the Russian AmbDas- 
aud ex, and on more than one occasion to two 
of them together. The United States had 
no reason therefore to doubt that the whole 
dispute touching the seal fisheries was prac- 
ticaily settled. Indeed to have distrusted it 
would have been to question the good faith of 
Lord Salisbury. Ip diplomatic intercourse 
between Great Britain and the United States, 
de eit said to the honor of both gxovernmenis, 
a verbal assurance from a Minister bas always 
been equal to ulis written pledge. 

Blaine says that five days after that assur. 
ance Lord Salisbury said that neither an act 
o{jParliament nor an order in Couneli could be 
drafted until Canada is heard from.“ Mr. 
Phelpsin his diepatch of September 12, re- 
ports that hie Lordsaip says that the Can- 
adian Coverument objects to any such re- 
strictions, and tnat until its consent could be 
obtained ber Majesty’s Government was not 
willing to enter into the convention.“ 

PUTTING IT EASY, 

Says the Secretary: ‘‘This government can- 
not but feel that Lord Sallsbury would have 
Gexult more frankly if in the beginning he had 
informed Minister Phelps thatno arrange- 
ment could be made unless Canada concurred 
in it, and that all negotiations with the British 
Government direct was but alosso! time. 
The British Government would assuredly and 
Tixhtiully complaln if ap agreement between 
her representative and the representative of 
the United States abould, without notice, be 
broken off Ly the United States on the ground 
that the State of Cailfornia was net willing 
that it should be completed. 

He proposed that British vessels be kept out

June 2 Blaine writes Sir Julian Pauncefote 
that the President believes an arbitration 
cupnot be concluded in time for the season,

BEYOND ITS POWER. 

June 9 Str Julian presents a copy of a tele- 
gram from Lord Salisbury, in which he re- 
grets that the President should think him 
wanting in conciilation, but says itis beyond 
the power of his Government to exclude 
British or Canadian sbips from any portion of 
the high seas, even for an hour, without len- 
islative enactment. 

In reply, June 11, Secretary Blaine says this 
Goverument would be satisfied if rd Salis- 
bury would by prociamation simply request 
Britten vessels to abstain from entering 
Behring Sea for the present season, in order 
to give full time for impartial negotiations.

BRITIGS NERVE, 

As to Blaine’s proposition that a prociama- 
tion be iseved that British vessels keep out of 
Behring sea Salisbury says (June 27) the re- 
quest presents considerabie difficulties, whicn 
would precinde Her Mdjesty’s Government 
from acceding to it, gas part of a general 
scheme for the settlement of the Behring Sea 
controversy, except on certain conditions 
which would justify the assumption by Her 
Majesty’s Government ofthe grave responsi- 
bility involved in the proposal. These con- 
ditions are: 

1. Tnatthe two governments agree forth- 
with torefer to arbitration the question of 
the legality of the action of the United 
States Government in seizing or otherwise 
interfering with British vessels engaged 
in the Behring sea, outside of territorial 
ae during the years of 1886, 1887 and 


2. That pending the award all interference 
with British sealing vessels shall absolutely 
cease. 

8. That the United States Government, if 
the award should be adverse to them on the 
question of legal right, wil compensate 
British subjects for the losses which they may 
sustain by reasonof their compliance with 
the British proclamation. 

Such, saysthe Minister, arethe three con- 
ditions on which itis indispensable, in the 
view of Her Majesty's Government, that the 
issue of the proposed proclamation should 
be based. 

In the next communication, dated the first 
of the present month, Lord Salisbury, 
referring to Mr. Blaine’s criticism upon the 
abrupt close of the London negotiations,

Under the pevuliar political circumasances 
of America at this moment,’’ said Air. Phelps, 
‘*with a general election pending, it would be 
of little use and, indeed, hardly practicable. 


WHAT SECRETARY J. d. ADAMS GAID. 


On the last of June Secretary Blaine ad- 
dressed to the British Minister a very long 
letter in 3 to Lord Salisbury’s commu- 
nication in which the latter stated that 
Secretary Jobn Quincy Adams had protested 
against Russia's claim to exciusive jurisdic 
tion over Behring Sea. The Secretary says: 

The quotation which Lord Salisbury makes 
is untortunately a most defective, erroneous 
and misleading one. The conclusion is 
separated from the premises, a comma 
is turned into a period, an important 
qualification a8 to time is en- 
tirely erased, withouteven a suggestion that 
it had ever formed part of the text, and out of 
eighty-four words, logically and inseparably 
connected, thirty-fiVe are Crowne’ from 
Mr. Adams’ paragraph in Lord Salisbury’s 
quotation. o eflition of Mr. Adams’ work 
Alves authority for his lordship’s quotation; 
while the archives of this department plainly 
disclose ite many errors. I requote Lord 
Salisbury’s version of what Mr. Adams said 
and in juxtaposition produce Mr. Adams’ full 
text as he wrote it: 

»The United States can admit no part of 
these claims, Their right of navigation and 
fishing is perfect, and has been in constant 
exercise from the earliest times throughout 
the whole extent of the Soutbern Ocean, sub- 
ject only to the ordinary exceptions and ex- 
clusions of the territoria! jurisdictions,’’ 

Full text of Mr. Adams’ parauraph: ‘The 
United States can admit no purt of these 
claims, Theirright of navigation and of fish- 
ing is perfect and has been in constant e zer- 
cise from the earliest times, after the peace 
of 17883, threughout the whole extent 
of the Southern Ocean, subject only tothe 
ordinary exceptions and exclusions of the 
territorial jurisdictions, which, so far as Rus- 
sian rights are concerned, are confined to cer- 
tain islands north of the fifty-Asth degree of lati- 
tude,.and have no existence on the continent of 
America.’ 

be words in italics are those which are 
left out of Mr. Adams’ paragraph in the dis- 
patch of Lord Salisbury. They are precisely 
the words upon which the Government of the 
United States founds ita argument in thia 
case. Conclusions or Inference reating upon 
the paragraph with the material parts of r. 
Adams’ text omitted are, of course, value- 
less. 

SOME HARD HITS. 


„Neither by the treaty with Russia in 1825 
nor by its renewal in 1843, nor by its second 
renewal in 1859, did Great Britain gain any 
rigut to take seals in Behring Sea. In fact, 
those treaties were a pronibition to ber, which 
she steadily respected so lonz as Alaska was 
a Russian province. It is for Great Britain 
now to show by what law she gained rights in 
that sea aiter the tranefer of its suvereigniy 
to the Un ted States. During all the time 
elapsed between the treaty of 1825 and the 
cession of Alaska to the Unitea 
States in 1867 Great Britain never affirmed 
the rixbt of her subjects to capture fur seal in 
the Behring Sea and, asa matter of fact, her 
subjects did nut during that long period at- 
tempt tocatch seals in the Behring Sea. 1 
am justified, therefore, in repeating the ques- 
tions which I addressed to Her Mujeaty’s 
Government on the 22d of last January, and 
which still remain unanswered, viz: Whence 
did the ships of Canada derive the right todo 
in 1886 that which they bad retrained {trom do- 
ing for nearly ninety years? 

‘Upon wha grounds did her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment defend in the year] a coufse of 
conduct ip tie Behring Sea which had been 
care(ully avoided ever since the discovery of 
that sea? 

„By what r@asoning did her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment conciude that an act may be commit- 
ted with impupity avainst the rights of the 
United States which had never been attempted 
avainst the same rights when held dy the 
Russian Empire?’’ 

THE LATEST WORD. 


The last letter of the mass of correspond 
ence, which would, if printed entire, fill over 
twenty newspxper columns, was ad essed 
by Mr. Blalue to Str Julian Pauncefote from 
Bar Harbor iast Saturday. In it the Secretary 


says: 

J am instrueted by the President to say 
that the United States is piney to consider 
all the proceedings of April 16, 1888, as can- 
celed, so far as American rights may be 
concerned. This government will ask 
Great Britain to adhere only to the 
agreement made between Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Puelpe on the 26th of February, 1883. 
That was an agreeu.ent made directly be- 
tween the two governments and did not in- 
clude the rigbte of Russia. Asking Lord Salie- 
bury to adhere to the agreement of February 
25, we leave the agreement of April 16 % be 
maintained, if maintained at all, by Russia 
for whose cause and for whose advantage 1. 
was practically desigued.““ 

Mr. Biaine also refers to Lord Salisbury’s 
statement that political events in the United 
States had caused an interruption of negotiu- 
tions and not a Canadian objection, and closes 
the voluminous correspondence as follows: 

„1am justified in assuming that Lord Balis- 
bury camnot recur to the remark of Mr. 
Puelpe as one of the reasons for breaking off 
the negotiation, because the nexotiution was 
in actual progress for more than four months 
after the remark was made, and Mur. Pheips 
took large part io it. 

„Upon this recital of facte I am unable to 
real or in any way qualify the statement 
which 1 made in my note of June ¢ to the 
effect that Lord Salisbury abruptiy closed the 
Resotiations because the Canadian Govern- 
ment objected, and that be xssigned no other 
rexnson whatever.

ASSUMING A SERIOUS PHASE, 


The Cinclanati Southern Rallroad Strike 
Turbulent Cloakmakers. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., July 24.—The railroad sit- 
uation in this city is beginning to assume a 
serious phase. Tuesday night the switchmen 


in the Cincinnati Southern yards lu this city 
joined in with the strikers and no trains are 
being handied. The men claim that they pre- 
sented their complaints to the omelals of the 
road sometime since and waited forareply 
which so far they have failed to receive. A 
lot of perishable freight from the South Is 
arriving here by every train, which will cause 
a considerable loss unless it is transported 
rapidly. It is sald that unless the 
demands of the yardmen are conceded 
the roadmen will join in with them. Should 
this prove true it will be the greatest railroad 
strike ever known in Kentucky, as ail 
Southern trains are compelled to pass through 
this city. A few trains were made up with the 
assistance of outsiders and sent out, but the 
strikers say that green men cannot give 
satisfaction. Another obstacle, which will be 
placed before the railroad company, will be 
that the engineers will refuse to haul 
freight handled by the scabs. All 
the side tracks last night were full of cars 
awaiting transportation, and as the Southern 
road has been crowded with freight for some 
time past the strike will greatiy inconven- 
leoce them. Every side track from Somer- 
set, Ky., to Cincinnati,a distance of 200 miles, 
is crowded with loaded cars, hundreds being 
filled with perishable freight. The road is 
losing $10,000 daily. The Kentucky Central 
road is in even worse shape and last night not 
a freight train was in motion on either road. 
The yards here contain nearly 1,000 loaded 
cars. Some have been herea week. Passen- 
ger trains are moving as usual and will not 
be disturbed.

National Bauk Circulation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 244.—Mr. Sherman 
laid before the Senate yesterday a letter from 
the Comptroller of the Currency in regard to 
the bill affectinw national bank circulation re- 
cently reported to the Senate. The Comp- 
troller says: 

It will be observed that there were, on the 
17th of May last, 8,438 national banking asso- 
ciations in operation in the United 
States, baving a total capital of $635,055,- 
276. These associations had a total cireu- 
lation of $125,791,040 secured by pledge of 
United States bonus amounting to $143,790,900 
at their face value. The circulation stated 
does not include $59,519,58 in process of re- 
tirement and represented by an equal amount 
of lawful money on deposit in the ireasury of 
the United States. It also appears that the 
minimum amount of bonds required to be 
deposited by these banks under the 
existing law is $98,900,400, upon which they 
would beentitied to maintain $89,010,414. It 
would, therefore, be possivie for these banks 
to withdraw bonds to the amount of $44,890,440 
and surrender $36,781,526 of their circulating 
notes under the exieting law. The bonds 
on deposit in excess of legal require- 
ments are, as a rule, the property of the 
older banks located in the Eastern and 
Middle States where cirrent rates of interest 
are relatively iow. Banks recently organized 
have, as a rule, the minimum deposit of 
bonds, and this isin a generaisense true of 
all banks located in States and Territories 
where interest rates are relatively high. The 
first section of the bill (Senate $8,942) re- 
ported from the Commitee on Finance 
on the 15th inst. with amendments 
provides that national banking associations 
may be organized and operated witha noml- 
nal depositot bonds to secure circulation. 
Thies provision standing alone would be favor- 
ably received by the banks. It would, bow- 
ever, tend to acontraction of the bank note 
circulation, unless accompanied by the sec- 
ond section, which entities said associations 
to receive circulating notes equal in 
amount to the par value of the bonds piedged 
tor their redemption. The operation of the 
bill as a whole would, in my opinion, be salu- 
tory. It would enable new banks to organ- 
ize without torcing them to appearin the 
bond market in competition with the 
Secretary of the Treasury. This would re- 
suit in advantage to both the Govern- 
mentand the banks. Many banks located in 
the newer States, where the interest rates are 
high, would no doubt reduce the present 
awount of the bonds now held to secure their 
circulation,and this wouid result in benefit to 
the bauke anid also tothe people whom they 
serve, as it would increase locally the amount 
of funds available for loans by putting In cir- 
“Culation the sums now locked up in bond 
premiums.’’ 

In conciusion the Comptroller says thatCon- 
gress seems to have determined that the fur- 
therjiseue of bunk votes is not desirable,andin 
that event the burden of maintaining circula- 
tion, he thinks, should be removed from these 
associations 80 thatthey may more faithiully 
and satisfactorily serve the people as banks of 
discount and deposit in which sphere they 
have never been adversely eriticised by any 
portion of the people. 


Investigating Commissioner Raum. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July &.—The House 
Committee on Kules has agreed to reportina 
modified form, with a favorable recommenda- 
tion, the resolution introduced by Kepre- 


sentative Cooper of Indiana, providing for an 
investigation of charges made against Com- 
missioner Raum of the Pension Office. The 
resolution provides that the investigation 
shail be conducted by a select Committee ot 
five. Mr. Cooper's resolution is as follows: 
Whereas, Reports are being widely circu- 
lated through the newspapers reflecting upon 
the management of the Bureau of Pensions in 
which it is charged: First, that the present 
Commiseioner of Pensions bas been engaged 
im selling to certain employes of the Pension 
Office shares of stock in a corporation or com- 
ceed of whioh he te President which was or- 
ganized forthe purpose of introduc ibg a patent 
refrigerstor which it was claimed is imprac- 
ticabie and worthiess, and that in considera- 
tion of such purchase said employes are pro- 
moted in omee; and, second, that said 
Commissioner of Pensions has recently, by 
unjust and partial ruling, advanced and 
caused to betaken out of tueir order many 
thousands of the claims of a certain attorney 
residing inthe city of Washinueton, and that

Agreed to. The next amendment to provoke 
discussion was one increasing an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for the support of Indian 
schools to $150,000, including the con- 
atruction of a school at Blackfeet Agency, 
Montana, Mr. Vest opposed the amend- 
ment as the introduction of a system 
intended to abolish denominationa! education 
He spoke of an official 
visit which he had made to an Indian agency 
seven oreight years ago and of his observa- 
tion of the work of the Catnolic Church in 
educating the Indians. A school bulld- 
ing which bad been erected there by 
the Catholic Church was then standing 
there unoccupied because the agent would not 
permit the church to teach any of the Indian 
children. His opinions on the subject were 
fixed. The Jesuits had succeeded better than 
any other people living in the education of 
Indians. Vhatever prejudice (if that was the 
wroper word) he might have against the 
Soviety of Jesus, he bad to say that much as 
an educated Protestant. 

Mr. Davis also opposed the amendment,and 
spoke of the efforts of Catholic missionaries 
at the Blackfeet Agency. These Food people, 
be said, bad applied to those philanthropic 
ladies, the Misses Jrexel, of Philadelphia, 
and had obtainea $20,000, which 
they nad expended in a 
school building, recently completed. These 
men were now to be told not only that there 
was to bea government school put on that 
reservation in competition with them, but 
that they were to have no contract whatever 
for the educatian of the Indians, as had been 
plainly implied in the correspondence be. 
tween the Commissioner of Indian Affairs and 
the persons in authority in the enterprise. 

Mr. Dawes suggested that the discussion 
would more properly take place on some sub- 
sequent amendments. 

Mr. Vest explained his position to be: That 
if the Catholics were doing better in educating 
the Indians than other denominations, he was 
in favor of the Catholics; and that if the Pres- 
byterians or the Baptists were doing deter, 
he was in favor of them. 

But he was convinced that the Catholics 
were far more efficient among the Indians 
than any Protestant denomination could be. 
No other denomination could take their place, 
because the Indians, like all other people 
emerging from barbarism, bad received relig- 
ious impressions that were permanent. He 
did not care whether it might be called relig- 
fon or superstition. Ihe Indians were 
Catholics and would remain Catholics. There 
were tribes which had received from.some 
pecullar personal influences a direction to- 
wards a particular Protestant denomination. 
He knew a tribe in Montana, nearly all of 
whose members had a distinct leaning 
to the Baptist Church through 4 
personal regard for one or two men 
who had gone among them, lived with them 
and adopted their traditions to a certain ex- 
tent; and there were some English mission- 
aries in Alaska who seemed to have been 
created for that very work. 

The discussion was continued by Mr. 
Teller, who also spoke of the 
as the most successful educators of 
Indians; and by Mr. Jones of 
Arkansae, who gave arguments to show the 
great difference in expense between the Gov- 
ernment schools for Indians and those carried 
on by the religious denominations. He riai- 
culed the ideas put forward by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs as to the necessity of 
high education for Indian children 80 as to 
make them leaders of thought,’’ and said 
that it was much more important for them to 
learn bow to carry on farios, 
bulld houses ana raise cattle.

DEATH UNDER FINGER NAILS. 


Often Carry Daagerous Micro- 


Organisms Uhawares. 


There are medical reasons why the finger 
mails should be kept clean. This is shown 
in a paper read by Dr. Joseph Kinyoun of the 
United States Marine Hospital before the 
American Medical Association, in which he 
described some investigations in regard to 
the presence of micro-organism in finger 
nail dirt. In one case he examined the hands 
of purses at the hour when they were dressing 
the wounds of patients, and found that only 
two were not infested with pus micro-organ- 
isms. Continuing the search, he found that 
these organisins were afterward conveyed to 
utensils, furniture and bandages handied by 
the nurse.

AT GLOUCESTER. 


The Browns Lose a Game at Brooklyn—

N EW YORK, July 24.

menwho make their living by their wits. 
Among the numerous gambling resorts which 
have of late years sprung up there are two 
claborately fitted-up pool-rooms run by 
Bookmakers Madden and Bob Smith. 
They had the privileges of the Western 
Union wires, receiving the betting from 
the race tracks and the results of the several 
events. Their ventures were so bighly sue 
cessful that they excited the cupidity of the 
other gentlemen of the same denomination. 
One ot them giorified in the name of Duffy, 
while the other two, Mackin and Marks, com- 
bined under the name of ‘‘The New York 
Book,’’ and they started rival concerns. They 
either could not or would not secure wires 
from the Western Union and used to conduct 
their business by means of messengers who 
brought to them the news called out in 
the rooms of Madden & Swith. The 
two latter, naturally indignant, resolved bya 
bold stroke todrive the interlopers out of 
business. The methods they employed were 
as daring os maliguant. On Saturday last 
they determined to deal the blow and they se- 
lected the second race at Monmouth, the Tyro 
stakes, as the one on which to execute the 
coup. Through their friends they played 
Saliie MeClelland very quietly, but very 
heayily, inthe rooms of Mackiin and Marks 
and in Duffy's smaller establishment, 
standing to win $1,000 in the 
larger establishment and $400 in tbe 
smaller. Then with their money 


up they laid in wait for their victims. When 
the returns began to come iu the man who 
calis out from the telegraphers interpreta- 
tion said: ‘‘sallie McClelland wins, Bolero 
second.“ Then a few minutes afterward 
Came the ticking, and he added: All right, 
Ambulance third; time, 1:15.’’

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AN IMPORTANT CHANGE. 


A COMPLETE RE-ORGANIZATION OF THE 
UNITED STATES INFANTRY COMMENCED- 


Significance of the Order for the Reduction 
ef Regimental Strength From Ten to 
Eight Companies—Its Effect on Officers— 
Improvement in Organization—Probable 
Effect of the Order. 


OT since the general 
reorganization of 1871 
hasany miljtary or- 
der been issued 
which involves 60 
great a change in the 
army as the general 
order just issued by 
Maj.-Gen. Schofieid 
in reference to the 
infantry regiments. 
It goes deeper, than 
a casual reader 
would be likely to 
realize, carries with 
it an entire change 
of organization and 


probably necessitates a complete alteration of 
certain branches of tactics. It is also re- 
garded as the precursor of a large addition to 
thearmy. This addition need not be made at 
once, but willbe absolutely requisite to keep 
the United States military force in anything 
like line with recent progress in the art 


of war. 
THE NEW ORDER. 

The order, known as General Order No. 76, 
reads as follows: 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, 
ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE, 
WASHINGTON, July 21, 1890. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the 
enlisted men of Companies I and K of each 
regiment of infantry will be transferred to 
other companies of the same regiment, the 
non-commissioned officers being attached for 
duty until vacancies occur, when they will be 
permanentiy assigned to the companies 
where such vacancies then exist. These 
transfers will be made by depart- 
ment commanders and duly reported 
to the Adjutant General of the army. As far 
as practicable the transfers will be made to 
companies serving at the same post, and in 
any event 60 as to involve the least practica- 
ble cost of transportation. All instructions 
heretofore given limiting the number of en- 
listed men for a company of infantry are 
hereby suspended until further orders. 

Officers on duty with Companies land K will 
be transferred to other companies from which 
officers are absent, either on detached service 
or on prolonged leave, and ofilcers 80 
absent will be transferred to Companies I 
and K. ‘These transfers will be made 
in orders from the Adjutant General’s office. 
The records of Companies I and K will be 
sent tothe respective regimental headquar- 
ters for preservation, in order that they may 
be kept complete. In the execution of this 
order, depurtment commanders will also or- 
der such movements of troops as will result, 
so far as practicable, in the withdrawal of 
garrisons from posts heretofore ordergd to 
be abandoned.

Tne immediate effect of this will be to re- 
duce the number of infantry companies from 
250 to 200. There are twenty-five regiments of 
infantry of ten companies each under the 
presentsystem. Without in any way dimin- 
ishing the number of men, and officers, the 
companies will be reduced to eight to a 


regiment. A marked difference will be that 
each company will, as soon as the change is 
made, be furnished with ite full complement 
of officers, one captain and two liieutenants. 
All have nominally this number 
now, but actually no regiment has 
anything like its full force of 
Officers, and some companies are seriously 
crippled by this deficiency. The number of 
officers on detached service is always large. 
Two from each regiment are always assigned 
to the recruiting service. Aides to general 
officers are usually taken from the line. 
It has been the practice during late 
years to assign many officers as instructors to 
civil schools and colleges. The School of Ap- 
plication at Fort Leavenworth takes many 
more and there are causes for detail in many 
other directions. The consequence is that 
the companies have not nearly enough officers 
to handle them, although there are plenty of 
officers to command the number of men en- 
listed, and the efficiency of the army has been 
seriously impaired by reason of the number 
of officers on sick leave or detached duty. 
The most immediate result of the order will 
beto substitute eight well-officered for ten 
underofiicered companies, as those on de- 
tached duty will be credited to the companies 
that are abolished and those still in service 
will have their full complement. As 
far as the officers are concerned, 
the change means that six will be 
assigned to each regiment without direct 
command and thatthe anomaly, so common 
under the present system, of one company 
with three officers and another under the 
charge of a Second Lieutenant, will cease to 
exist. 
CHANGE IN ORGANIZATION. 

This improvement, however, although ad- 
mitted by all officers to be of great im- 
portance, is insignificant when compared 
with the change of system involved in the 
light company regiment. The United States 
to-day is admitted to have the most antiquated 
military organization of any nation in the 
world, and one that is not at all suited to 
the system of tactics, which is farin advance 
ofthe method of dividing the troops, The 
battalion orgunization, which is the one 
universally admitted to be the best, cannot 
be applied to United States fmfantry. The 
regiment of three battalions, of four compa- 
nies each, has been adopted by every nation 
having an army worthy of the name, with the 
single exception ofthe United States. Battle 
tactics, based on the use of long range breech.- 
loaders arc based on the battalion 
formation, and this is especially true 
as regards throwing forward reinforcements, 
Under the regimental division of the United 
States army modern battle tactics cannot be 
applied, and a system admittedly inferior has 
been devised to meet the requirements of the 
antiquated organization of the American in- 
fantry. By the change made by order No. 76, 
allthe recent researches and improvements 
made by foreign nations will be at once avail- 
able, and the vicious tactics necessitated by a 
faulty system can be abandoned, 

A THIRD BATTALION DESIRABLE. 

The fact that two battalions, instead of 
three, are provided for does not alter this, as 
in foreign services one battalion is generally 
employed as a reserve battalion, in which re- 
cruits are trained, and from which drafts are 
made to fillgapsin the other two. That the 
third Dattalion should be added 
the United States organization is advocated by 
all officers, and it is believed that 
this will be done, involving the creation of a 
fourth fleld officer to each infantry regiment 
aud twelve company officers. At headquar- 
ters in this city it is regarded ae unlikely that 
the change will extend to the cayairy, 
as that corps has at present a tweive 
company organization, with five feild officers 
instead of the three allotted to infantry regi- 
ments. Theopinion is freely expressed that 
the change will be of immense benefit to the 
service and that it the third battalion of four 
companies is added that the United States 
Army will be given tbat elasticity and capa- 
bility of rapid expansion, the absence of 
which is one of its greatest deficiencies at 
present.
